The Project Agpeement for the Maternal and Child Health Center was 
officially signed on December 30, 1953. It is to be hoped that this project 
can begin operstions in the near future, However the Ministry of Health has 
no money budgeted in this year's current budget for this purpose, I have been 
informed that funds will be included in their next year's budget, but their 
new fiscal year doesnot begin until March. 


Since the Agreement was signed a number of conferences have been held 
with Dr Shuman regarding the Project. We visited a partially completed building 
that would be suitable for the Center, but the owner wishes assurance that he 
will be paid a year's rent in advance when the lease is signed. If such 
assurance can be given it is thought that the building can be completed and 
ready for use in two months. The Ministry cannot do so at this time, This 
has been reported to the Director USAOM and ways and means are being 
considered to help meet this problem, 


On January 5th a conference was held at the Ministry with Dr lushdiah, 
a woman Pediatrician, now practicing in Mecca, but who may be assigned to the 
Maternal and Child Health Center by the Ministry of Health. She reviewed my 
outline for the general operation of the Center, that Dr Shuman had requested 
me tp prepare, and approved it. She also visited the proposed building and 
deemed it a suitable building for the Center when completed. She was to return 
for other conferences but has not been back since that date. 


A list of additional supplies that will be needed to operate bhe Center 
was translated and forwarded to Dr Shuman on January 23rd 1954. The Ministry 
will review this list andaivise us as to whether they can supply any or all of 
the items, All basic equipment is on order and should be here by the time a 
building is ready, 


The Health Division is greatly handicapped by the lack of a Director, 
In an attempt to carry on with some coordination the current staff meet to 
discuss problems, This will help to keep the current projects moving along, but 
will not adequately serve in the overall program development side of the work, 
Nor will it add to our prestige with the Ministry of Health,
